Genes Chromosomes 
and Quality in 
YOUR Orchids 


HOW THE PRINCIPLES OF MODERN DAY GENETICS 


ARE APPLIED TO ORCHID BREEDING 


All living things, both plant and animal, 
have the same mechanism of inheritance. In 
each cell of a plant or animal regardless of 
what organ it might be in, there is that in- 
dividual basic number of chromosomes. The 
chromosomes in turn are made up of genes. 
The genes are the characteristics of the in- 
dividual. At the time a cross is made half of 
the chromosomes are inherited by the pro- 
geny from either parent. Except for environ- 
mental influences every characteristic of a 
plant is the result of inheritance from the 
parents. In recent years this fact has been 
almost universally accepted by orchid grow- 
ers. Progressive growers have also found 
there is a relationship between a certain 
genetic structure and superior flower and 
growth quality. It has been proven that many 
of todays finest parents are tetraploids (80 
chromosomes); that is they have twice as 
many chromosomes as a normal plant (40 
chromosomes) the resultant progeny have 
60 chromosomes or half from either parent. 
Plants with this count are known as triploids. 
Triploids, for reasons not well understood, 
are noted for their vigor, fine, large, heavy 
textured flowers, and free blooming qualities. 
Many of the crosses we raise at Stewarts are 
triploids; however, tetraploid and diploid 
crosses are raised in special lines of breeding 
where triploids are not possible. 


Tetraploids are extremely valuable for 
breeding and diploid hybrids of finest par- 
ents are extremely valuable for their high 
color. While triploids are clearly the most 
satisfactory type for many reasons, they are 
of little value as a parent because they are 
quite sterile. 


LABORATORY CONTROL 


Polyploidy is a term frequently heard. 
This simply means a plant has more than 
the normal number of chromosomes such as 
a tetraploid or a triploid. It is important to 
remember from a practical standpoint that 
two important characteristics of polyploidy 
are heavier texture and larger size as well as 
greater vigor. This is where a knowledge of 
genes and chromosomes benefits you. 

As certain genetic structure is so important 
in assuring maximum quality, crosses made 
at Stewarts are made from _ laboratory 
checked parents along genetically sound 
principles. Plants from each batch of seed- 
lings are counted to see if their chromosome 
counts are according to the calculations for 
the cross. Before a parent is used we deter- 
mine its chromosome structure. These counts 
are made by skilled technicians using a high 
powered microscope that costs thousands of 


dollars.
